He was the son of a Ukrainian military 
doctor and was born at. Prishpek,. in 
Turkestan. He took an. active part in 
the abortive revolution of 1 and came 
into prominence as the organizer of the 
big textile strike at Ivanovovosnesensk, 
hear Moscow, in 1907. He was arrested 
after an armed conflict with gendarmes 
and sentenced to four years at hard 
labor in Siberia: There he led a revolt 
of exiles and was sentenced to death, 
but this was commuted to ten years at 
hard labor in Verkholensk Prison, where 
Trotsky once also a prisoner. 

Frunze escaped in 1915 and entered the 
Imperial Army under the name of Mi- 
-khailof, He organized the soldiers’ revolt 
in 1917. \ Returning to ,lvanovo-Vozne- 


ty Wy Tevobionista, 

In 1918 Frunze repressed the Yaroslav 
uprising and was then appointed to com- 
mand the army against Admiral Kol- 
chak. He administered g décisive -blow 
to Kolchak at Buzuluk; In 1920, after 
defeating Kolchak in Siberia, he went to 
Turkestan, “‘liquidated’”’ the White front 
and expelled the Emir of Bokhara. The 
same Fall he commanded the Soviet 
forces against Baron Wrangel, whom he 
crushed at Perekop. 

In 1921 he was nominated War Min- 
ister in the Ukraine and “liquidated’’ 
the partisah risings there. He. was twice 
wounded during ‘the campaign, and once 
almost captured. 

Frunze was elected’ a member of the 
Central Committee of the Comm 
Party and M4 sent as emissary to 
cereal Pasha in 1022 to negotiate ‘the 

agreement, prior to apie 
Purkioh victory over the Greeks. 
April of last year he was serene 
Trotsky's under-secretary in the Soviet 
War Office; and he succeeded Trotaky 
last January as’ war’chief. During his 
term of office he ganized the ‘‘Red 
Army” on a territ basis, effecting 
numerous economies. 

Until the Communist Party convention 
the War Office will probably be con- 
ducted by Under-Secretary Unschlicht. 
As Frunse’s successor, the likely can*« 
didates are Bubinoff, head of the Po- 
litical. Department of the ‘Red Army, 
or perhaps General Voroshilof, who is 
closely associated with the popular cav- 
alry, and Commander ler.

Spanish antiques from the Court of 
Philip IV, collected by the Dofia Pom- 
posa. Escandon Salamanca, daughter of 
the Marques de Villatreja of -Madrid, 
including a pelychrome Catalonian bed, 
with floral designs in old gold, sur- 
mounted by green bands against dull 
pink, and a portrait of the: lovely In- 
fanta Maria, by Coello, the Court 
painter of Philip, may be seen at the 
“Hampton Shops. The Dofia Pomposa 
is the head of the Pomposa Conipany, 
being another member of a titled fam- 
ily to become a business woman. 

The painting of the Infanta hung in 
the Throne Room till the King gave it 
to a>-courtier to reward: him, the story 
goes, for saving his life. Later it was 
bought from the Capuchin monks in 
Seville, into whose hands it had come, 
by .a titled collector: of art. An odd 
piece is a tabernacle for various holy 
oils, in the form of a large pelican, 
gilded, but the gilding broken over the 
breast, showing streaks of vermilion, 
symbolical of Christ shedding His blood 
for sinners. This fifteenth century piece 
came from an Ursuline . convent in 
Granada. .

L. W. BUSBEY, ADVISER 
TO CANNON, DIES AT 73 


Since Ex-Speaker’s Retirement, 
Had Assisted Republican Na- 
tional Chairman.

WASHINGTON, Oct. -$1.—L. White 
Busbey,, assistant to the Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, for 
many syears Secretary and adviser to 
former Speaker Joseph G. Cannon and 
previously a léading Washington corre- 
spondent of newspapers, died suddenly 
early today at his residence, The Park- 
side Hotel, at the age of 73. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, who was Miss Kath- 
erine Graves of Brooklyn, and two sons, 
Lieut. Commander L. W. Busbey Jr., 
U. 8. N., and Lieuténant Horace Busbey 
of the Marine Corps, 

Mr. Busbey was born in Vienna, Ohio, 
in 1852. He became a newspaper man 
in Chicago and was sent by The Chicago 
Inter-Ocean before the anish War to 
be its Washington corréspondent. He 
formed many close associations with 
noted public men, among them Presi- 
dent McKinley. In 1905, when Mr 
Cannon, became Speaker, Mr. Busbey 
became his chief secretary and his ad- 
viser. . It was in this position, which 
lasted until the retirement of Mr, Cannon 
from public life, that Mr. Busbey fur- 
nished much of the material for Mr.

The Schwab. statement also took up 
the religious question, declaring that 
anti-Schwab literature and campaign 
buttons are being distributed by known 
officers of the Ku Klux Klan.

The most practical substitutes for an- 
tiracite are coke, of which there is only 
& small supply available at present, and 
soft ‘coal of which this country fur- 
nishés the gréater -part of the world’s 


supply. 
Tt thas been ‘said that soft coal is 
dirty, sooty and difficult to handle. It 
must be borne in mind, however, that 
na dy erate to which New Yorkers 
Lg constitutes only a very small 
patt the nation’s coal supply, the an- 
nual.commercia] production being about 
70,000,000 tons, compared to upward of 
500,000,000 tons of soft coal which is the 
fuel used in a very large majority of 
Amerttan homes. 

Soft coal is cheaper than anthracite. 
It gives a hotter fire and, as a rule, 
leaves less ash. It burns more rapidly, 
however, and therefore requires more 
attention than hard coal. Also the 
method of handling is somewhat dif- 
ferent. 

No Change of Grates. 


*Authorities agree that soft coal can 
be burned in an ordinary anthracite 
furnace without a change of grates. 
The following simple rules for handling 
@ soft coal fire are advanced by heat- 


ing experts: 

It is assumed that the furnace and 
fities are clean and that there are no 
leaky joints in any pipes leading’ from 
the heating plant. ~Soft coal creates 
m good deal of gas and if this leaks 
into the house the results will be un- 
Pleasant and, possible, darfgerous. 

A soft coal fire should be seer gt ~ 

. laying a deep bed of paper and woo 
- the 4urnace grate. ‘This should be 
permitted to urn to embers before soft 
Coal is added and the coal should be put 
on slowly, a little-at a time. 

While feeding the first charge of a 
the base door of the furnace should be 
Open, also the draft in tle feed door 
and the smoke-pipe dampers. The coal 
should be permmitted to slide off the 
shovel just inside the feed door, so that 
it will form a bank against the front 
of the fire pot. When the coal is fully 
ignited, a crust will form over the top. 
This should be broken up with a poker 
and the fire should be spread evenly 
to cover the entire grate. For this first 
fire care should be taken to use fairly 
large lumps of the soft coal, as the 
smal) pieces and dust, or slack as it is 
called, will fall through the grates into 
the ash pit. 

When the fire has. been spread the 
firepot should be filled gradually to the 
level of the fire door, using the slack 
and the larger lumps, together. If the 
furnace has a round firepot ‘it is well 
‘to put the fresh coal in the centre, leav- 
ng a-rim of bright fire all around. If 
the firepot is square the fresh coal 
should be banked in front and sloped 
toward the rear, where a spot of fire 
should be left. The reason for leaving 
*an uncovered bright spot is this: As it 
fenites, soft coal gives off a great deal 
of gas. Unless this is consumed by per- 
mitting it to pass over the bright fire 
it will form an excessive quantity of 
smoke and soot, and unless the smoke- 
pipe dampers are wide open it is lable 
to calse an explosion. These are also 
reasons for adding fresh ¢0al slowly and 
in small quantities. 


Experience Brings Results. 
When the fire is about 10 inches deep 


or thereabout and is burning brightly, | 
close the base door. The base door flap) 


or damper, the slide in the firedoor and 
the. smoke-pipe dampers should be left 
open sufficiently to permit the proper 
draft. What this is depends upon' the 
weather, the flue and the type of fur- 
nace. It will have to be learmed by ex- 
perience. In‘ very cold weather, when 
an active fire is desired, the feed door 
may be opened slightly to Increase com- 


stion 

Soft coal of certain kinds - frequently 
forms a coke, but rarely clinkers. The 
coke crust should be broken up géntly 
‘when fresh coal is added. -A soft coal 
fire should never be shaken violently.

The following general rules will gov- 
ern all soft coal furnace fires: 

Keep the ash pit clean; keep a layer

2,800,000 JEWS 
IN SOVIET RUSSIA 


This Represents a Decline of 
2,200,000 From the Total in 
the Czar’s Domains. 


POGROMS PARTLY BLAMED 


Moscow Census Records a Swing 
Toward Farm Life Among the 
Jews Remaining. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—According to 
a report prepared by the Council of Na- 
tionalities of the Soviet Union received 
by the Russian Information Bureau 
here, the Jewish population of the Soviet 
Union has decreased to 2,800,000, as 
compared with 5,000,000 in the territory 
of the former Czarist empire. The de- 
creasé of 2,200,000, or. more than two- 
fifths, is explained by the loss of heavily 
populated Jewish centres to Poland, 


‘Lithuania and other States at the close 


of the war, and also by the numerous 
pogroms of the White Guard and the 
Petlura and Polish armies in the Ukraine 
and in White Russia during the periods 
of civil war and invasion. 
According to the records of the Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee in New 
York, scores of thousands of Jews per- 
ished in these pogroms. 
The Jews now in the Soviet Union 
make up 2 per cent. of thé country’s 
population. Nearly 90 per cent, of them 
live in cities, According to the latest 
census figures, they are distributed as 
follows:

Dean Winternits stated 
‘that Yale hopes to train phygic‘ans who 
are familiar with the problem of hu- 
man personality, rather than specialists 
who by their indifference to this sub- 
“ject leave the field to quacks and char 
latafis. The facilities for guidance and 
advice which the proposed development 
+ will bring to Yale will be put at the 
disposal of such students ag may wish 
to avail themselves of them. 

Every American ‘university, according 
to Dr. Winternitz, has felt the need of 
such opportunities for its’ students. 


Preparations for this work at Yale have 
been actively organized by Dr. James 
C. Greenway, director of une University 
Department of Health, 

“With the appointment of Dr, Arthur 
H. Ruggles as Lecturer in Psychiatry 
im the School of Medicine and Consultant 
in Mental Hygiene to the University De- 
partment of Health, Yale initiates a pro- 
gram for the study and prevention of 


uals,’’ said Dean Winternitz. -‘‘One of 
the consequences of—specialization in 
medicine has béen that the physician has 
come to magnify the importance of his 
own work, and to forget the individual 
as a whole. The student of medicine is 
more and more confined to -accurate, 
scientific procedures of medical practice 
during\ his undergraduate educational 
period and lacks the advantages of con- 
tact with the empirical psychiatrist, the 
general practitioner of a generation ago. 
This is the more unfortunate because 
there is a growing Appreciation that the 
stress of modern life has multiplied the 
numbér of individuals who require aid 
in their psychic problems. 


Growth of Charlatanary. 


“A by-product of this regime has been 
an extraordinary growth of charlatanary 
in medicine, that harks back to mediae- 
yal times. The quack’s successes, of 
course,’ are quite independent of the 
form his therapy may assume; a bath in 
the Ganges, or manipulation of the 
spine. The very fact that he flourishes 
is sufficient indication that temporarily 
he is filling, perhaps exploiting, a need, 
and.ag long as the situation: exists, he 
will continue to flourish in spite of legis- 
lation or opposition. 

“The Onl solution of this problem lies 
in scientifi¢- methods applied to the man- 


Aware of the situation, the Faculty of 
the School of Medicine placed the ‘crea- 
tion of a Department of Psychiatry in 
the foreground of its program of devel- 
opment. Aided by the stimulus. of an 
active Department of Public Health, the 
curriculum of the school has been so or- 
dered that the ultimate aid for the stu- 
dent is no-longer diagnosis and therapy 
.of outright disease. He is introduced 
into the wards much earlier in his medi- 
cal career, for then he can easily ac- 
quaint himself with outspoken . disease 
as encounterec there, and with. this 
traini is prepared to profit by the Op- 
portunities of the  podlyclinic. Here 
‘health’ clinics as well as genéral and 
special ‘disease’ clinics exist; ‘follow up’ 
results in a complete story for every pa- 
tient, and is of prime importance in the 
determination the natural history of 
disease and its prevention. 

“Turning from psydhiatry in the Medi- 
cal School to mental hygiene among the 
undergraduates, we find that at Yale 
the Department of University Health is 
responsible for the well being of thie 
student body, and the strongest coopera- 
tion exists between this department of 
the university and the School of Medi- 
cine. For some time the University De- 
partment of Health has felt the need of 
extending its work into the field of men- 
tal hygiene, and of late years this has 
become imperative. A sane approach to 
the problem among the students promises 
to meet with as much success as it has 
in general community life. Indéed, the 
possibilities seem without limi: of aiding 
adolescent men and women in adapting 
themselves &nd in selecting their course 
of study through a better understanding 
of themselves,

AMENDMENT “NUMBER ONE. 


The issue of chief interest and im- 
portance in the New York election next 
Tuesday is the proposed constitutional 
amendment authorizing the issue of $10,- 
000,000 a year for ten years “for the 
“ construction of buildings, works and im- 
“provements, for the State.”

Davis has just affirmed, to strike at the 
very root of our belief in democratic in- 
stitutions. . As regards the burden which 
the issue of the bonds would place on the 
taxpayer, a calculation by the State Tax 
Commissioner, Mr. Graves, is published 
elsewhere in today’s Times. It shows 
that with $100,000,000 bonds to be umor- 
tized in thirty years, the highest annual 
tax in any one year per $1,000 of as- 
sessed valuation is just over 48 cents. 
The lowest .is under 8 cents—about the 
price of a postage stamp. 

We believe that a full and impartial 
survey of the whole case for and against 
the amendment can lead to but one con- 
clusion. This is that it ought to be 
adopted. If it is, the dangers in carry- 
ing it out, if any show themselves, can 
be dealt with as they arise. If it fails, 
the whole constructive program of edu- 
cational, charitable and reformatory 
work for the State of New York will be 
thrown back into uncertainty and chaos. 
In such a question it is‘not possible to 
get a mathematical demonstration on one 
side or the other. But we think that 


considerate and humane, voters will be | 


willing to give the benefit of the doubt to 
the cause of progressive construction and 
mark their ‘ballots on Nov. 3, opposite 
amendment No. 1, “ Yes.” 








THE NEW CAPITALIST. 


Upon our rejoicing over the wide dif- 
fusion of ownership in the nation’s in- 
dustries Professor W. Z. Riptey of Har- 
vard casts the corrosive of a doubt—or, 
as it may prove, the tonic. Since 1900, 
he says, the number of “ stockholders in 
all sorts of concerns ” has doubled, being | 
today approximately 15,000,000. Man, 
woman and child, about one in seven 
of us is possessed of shares—as many 
as own automobiles of all sorts—and the 
diffusion goes forward at an accelerated 
pace. Industrial control, meantime, re- 
mains concentrated, and is tending to 
pass fror: the groups that created the 
industry into the hands of bankers. 
Precisely as the “ trust ” of old menaced 
the. consumer, closed ‘management of 
corporations menaces the diffused owner. 

That the “new capitalist” is largely 
without voting power cannot -be ques- 
tioned. In closely owned corporations 
51 per cent. of the stock is needful for 
control. With a wide diffusion of small 
holdings, proxies are difficult to obtain. 
A well organized and active ‘group of 
men “in, the know” may ‘easily domi- 
nate an industry by controlling only 30 
or_even 20 per cent. of the stock. Of 
late “non-voting” shares haye become 
increasingly familiar. One noted banker’s 
reorganization which Professor RirPLey 
named issued three to, one—1,500,000 
“Class 
against 500,000°Class B-or voting shares. 
“Perhaps the baldest “case of this sort 
“is that of: an artificial silk concern 
“which thus sold (Jet us hope) 598,000 
“shares of non-voting Class A stock, re- 


“serving 2,000 of the total 600,000 


“shares as Class B stock carrying ex- 
“clusive voting rights ”—almost three 
hundred to one. The “iet us hope” is 
of course ironic. Ably and honestly 
managed, of course, the corporation 
might still pay good dividends. The fact 
that such organizations generally in- 
volve the funds of bankers, and thus a 
measure of bankers’ control, may (or 
may not) be set down ag a safeguard 
to the non-voting holder. Well man- 
aged or ill, the corporation is an 
autocracy. 

Previous conceptions of the new ca 
italist seem somewhat random ‘and 
dreamy, A stabilizing influence against 
socialism he undoubtedly is; largely due 
to his influence the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is stanchly capitalistic. 
But what if-he suffers beyond endurance 
from closed management? The new cap- 
italist is valued also as a prophylactic 


. against Government ownership; in the 


case of public utility corporations he-has 
been largely and successfully cultivated 
with precisely this end in view. But 
what if a renewal of the power of closed 
management breeds, a renewal of the 
old. abuses?. Labor looks upon the new 
capitalist at once more realistically and 
with more imagination. . The Federation 
sees in him a mienace to its hard-won 
powers 9: chasequempe of a growth of 

“company.” unions.’ Guild Socialists. 
and Communists hail him as the herald’ 
of “industrial democracy ”—confident 
that he -will be able to finance and |

" France, Damascts and thé Druses 
were in| the news sixty-five years ago, 
with France in a much more . favorable 
light than she occupies today.

-Damascus and Syria by a French army 
acting under authorization of the Powers, |, 
‘who: proceeded, on the withdrawal: of 
French troops ‘in the following year, to 
draw up a scheme of government for the 
Lebanon, providing among other things 
for a Christian Governor appointed by 
the Porte. 

The choice of France as agent for the 
protection of Syrian Christians was de- 
termined by.a traditional special interest 
in those lands, claimed by France and 
acquiesced in by the Powers. If we wish, 
‘we may trace this sentimental claim 
back to the Crusades, when all the armies 
of the West were known to the Moslem 
owners of Palestine as “Franks,” a 
name perpetuated in the Feringhi of to- 


day, the common designation for Euro- 


pean. Much nearer to our own day 
seems NAPOLEON’s campaign in Egypt 
and Syria. His was no altruistic pur- 
pose, yet he appeared as the enemy of, 
and victor over, the Turkish master of 
the country, and some memory of these 
new Franks may persist in Syria to the 
present day. It certainly persisted in 
France, where; in the second quarter of 
the last century, publie opinion was 
strongly aligned with MEHEMET ALI and 
his son IBRAHIM in their Syrian cam- 
paigns against the Porte. France’s in- 
terest in the Lebanon and in the protec- 
tion of the Holy Places antedated the 
expedition of 1860. The Congress of 
Berlin in 1878 recognized “ the rights ac- 
quired by France”: in the matter of 
Syria and of. what is loosely deseribed 
as the Catholic protectorate in the Near 
East. 

Incompetence on the part of France’s 
present representatives in Syria has dam- 
aged an otherwise fair record. The prob- 
lem of European mandates in the liber- 

-ated Arab provinces of the late-Turkish 

Empire is a difficult one at besc. Great 
Britain lies.on no bed of roses in Iraq. 
Yet it is doubtful whether the immediate 
withdrawal of\ European supervision 
would promote the realization of. the 
dreams of Arab Nationalists. The urban 
civilization of. the Arab lands is always 
‘under menace from the desert. King 
HUSSEIN his been driven from Mecca by 
the Wahabi tribesmen. King ABDULDAH 
of Transjordania has been saved from 
the Bedouins by British airplanes. The 
Mosul tension indicates what might 
happen to the Kingdom of Iraq if British 
protection wére withdrawn. The ‘Druse 
fanatics might before this have had their 
own way with an independent Damascus. 
Nevertheless, the strong Nationalist 
sentiment: is there, calling for wisdom 
and tact on the part of the mandatory 
Powers. Neither quality has been dis- 
played ‘by the French men Commis- 
sioner in Syria. 








WHY THERE ARE WARS. 


To minds that have long struggled 
with the intricacies of Covenant and 
Protocol and Rhine pact, and of their 
relation ¢o the World Court-and inter- 
national law, one point made by Enmu 
Root at the Pilgrims’ dinner came like 
a nugget of gnomic wisdom. There have 
always been wars because “ nobody 

= wane to giveup; nobody wants to give 

up’ with humiliation.” The crowning 
saheun of thé “Locarno treaties is that 
they operate before any nation has been 
committed or can.commit itself, so that 
no nation will be obliged to stand before 
the world in the attitude of defeat.

In the domestic 
sphere as he. observed, and: we all ap- 
preciate, every citizen has an interest in 
maintaining a judicial system for the 
settlement of disputes even théugh He 
may neyer have a case in court. The 
tribunal © is an eSsential instrumentality 
of domestic peace. When disputes are by 
common agreement .settled.in this way, 


the eitizen knows that he may go about 


his own business and not be disturbed by 
the violence of his neighbors in attempts 
to settle them by force. _ 

So although ‘we may have no disputes 
with other nations, and thus have no 
need so far as we ourselves are directly 
concerned for an international tribunal 
to settle such disputes, we should for like 
reason, as Mr. HuGHEs said, “ certainly 
“have a share in maintaining tribunals 
‘“ for the peaceful gettlement of interna- 
“tional controversies.” As citizens of 
the world we do have an unescapdble 
responsibility. It*is to be hoped that 


Mr. HuaGHEs, now that he is free of the 


trammels of office, will as a private citi- 
zen ljead the all but unanimous citizenry 
of America this Winter in demanding 
that the Senate adopt the President’s

Like most modern tendencies, its roots 
aréin the industrial revolution. One by 
one the processes of a-machine-made age‘ 
have robbed the housewife completely of 
some of her home occupations—spinning, 
weaving, 
often even baking and laundry; while 
the gas stove, the electric light, vacuum 
cleaners, dish-washing machines and a 


burden of her remaining ‘duties to a 
minimum. The growth of public educa-, 
tion has relieved her, to a considerable 
extent, of the care of her children after 
the ages of, five or six: American wives, 
comparatively self-reliant because of the 
ynusual share of domestic responsibility, 
they have been called “upon to bear, have 
found in their new freeddm. their ,own 
individuality—separate and distinct from 
their status as wives and mothers in the 
family. Like strong wine, it has gone 
to the heads of some. Others, more 
mature, have used it for self-develop- 
ment or, civic and ‘social improvenient. 
Still. others. have entered business and 
the professions. 

Into this setting has come a flood of 
new knowledge of children and adults in 
their relation to children. , Modern 
mothers with time on their hands are 
seizing upon. this material with avidity: 
they will make the routine training: of 
their own children their profession. Or-; 
ganized child-study groups have, grown’ 
in numbers prodigiously within the past 
few years, and books on the care and 
rearing of children find a much more 
ready market. Business and professional 
mothers give their children of pre-school 
age what they believe to be the more 
expert care and better material - sur- 
roundings of the rapidly growing “ nurs- 
ery schools.” Whether modern parent- 
hood will produce a finer..race of men 
and women than the old-fashioned father 
and mother has yet to-be demonstrated; 
but it seems to focus the present: set of 
economic and spcial change. Psychol- 
ogists maintain now that children suffer 
from over-concentrated love and attention 
as well as from too much sternness and 
severity. If this be true, perhaps the 
modern way lies between the two .ex- 
tremes which used to be so common— 
often in one andthe same family group.

The two 
last-mentioned methods cannot now 
be pursued hére. Concerted action 
which led to the formation of the 
Textile Alliance put a stop to the 
one, and. the law is operative against 
the other. As to the first mentioned, 
the fact now is that the German trust 
would have to fight .a combination 
whose resources are equal, if not \su- 
perior, to its own and which has been 
able to meet it on seven terms in for-J 
eign countries. There is virtually no 
competition among the domestic con- 
cerns. The biggest of them was even 
cited some time ago to appear before 
the Federal Trade Commission as be- 
ing a@ monopoly, though mothing fur- 
ther seems to have been done in the 
matter. How big a concern it is may 
be. inferred from ‘the fact that, for 
the year ended Dec. 31 last, its income 
after deducting « Federal” taxes was 
$18,539,961. After paying 7 per cent. 
on its preferred. stock and $4 a share 
ox its common, it had a surplus for 
the yedr of $7,078;131. ‘Its total gur- 
plus at the end of. the year was 
$141;288,099. Surely this is a great 
showing for an ‘‘infant industry’’ and 
ought to demonstrate its ability to 
give the Germans a good run for their 
money.

GOOD DISTRIBUTION 
OF DRY GOODS LINES 


Blankets, Linens and. Dress end 
: Wash Goods Among the Articles 
in Demand, 


“The approach of cold weather was 
marked in the local dry goods trade 
this week by a general improvement in 
the demand for merchandise of a séa- 
sonable nature, according to the spe- 
cial review of Claflins, Inc. In addition 
to sales of the goods that were aided 
by the dropping temperatures, ~ holiday 


merchandise also did well. 

“‘The demand for blankets and outing 
flannels the past week was greatly 
stimulated by the cooler ,Weather,”’ the 
review goes on to say. “‘Fancy outing 
flarnels, which have been in rather 
slow demand, were bought more freely 
than in any previous week. Staple cot- 
ton blankets, which have been the least 
active of the blanket lines this Fall, 
were in good demand. A number of 
large orders Were booked for rush ship- 
ment. Orders were received from all 
sections. of the country, several ‘of the 
largest coming from the Middle West. 
The large number of orders for all-wool 
plaids was the feature of the week. 
Cotton and wool mixed plaids still lead 
in the volume of sales. House sales were 
satisfactory. 

“The linen Aepartment reports an- 
other “week of unusual activity; with 
sales embracing practically all Jines:car- 
ried in the department and in volume 
well ahead of last year’s figures. While 
a@ marked preference is shown for goods 
of a Holiday character, staple all-white 
linen table cloths, unhemmed and with 
napkins to match, as well as hem- 
stitched, received a fair share of the 
general attention. They sold both sep- 
arately and in sets. Several numbers 
of union huck towels with specially de- 
signed borders..in a variety of colors 
were taken in quantity, presumably for 
gift season seHing. The road business 
continues excellent, the men in all-sec- 
tions sending in a full quota largely 
for prompt shipment. 

“Road sales of dress goods have 
shown an increase, especially on plaids. 
Cotton and wool clan plaids in genuine 
Scottish .clan styles have been particu- 
larly strong. Lightweight French flah- 
nels are still holding their own. Chiffon. 
weight broadcloths are being asked for 
in light colors. Wool fabrics and cétton. 
and wool fabrics with Fayon decorations 
are also wanted. 

“Im our lining department plain colored 
satines have enjoyed very “good es, 
witha special increase in blacks.” There 
has also been a great demand for fancy 
printed satines and chatmeuses to retail 
at 50 cehts. 

“The wash goods department did a 
considerable business this past week on 
nearly all items throughout e line. 
No-individual orders were very big in 
the amount of merchandise cuiled for, 
but the number of orders re¢elyed ask- 
ing for a variety of merchan was 
quite large. The principal selling fab- 
rics were English printed . pongees, 
rayon crépes, rayon stripes and bro- 
caded novelties.

Been Fewer Retarns This. Fall 
Than Hitherto. 
_— 


Coat and suit . “manufacturers, it is 
quite generally admitted, have been less 
bothered this season with unreasonable 
returns of merchandise than for-a num- 
ber of Years past. Such feturns have 
constituted, a-trade problem that in the 


past catised much annoyance jand mis- 
Understanding in the relations of whole- 


salers and ‘retailers. Several, explana- 
tions are offered for the improvement 
during the present Fall, Both producers 
and sellers, according to Maxwell Cope- 
lof, President of the Merchants’ Ladies’ 
Garment Association, are entitled® to.e 
certain amount of credit for the better- 
ment in conditions which is go noticeable. 

**Stock houses, through a gradual proc- 
ess, have been )turning out more perfect 
garments than “used to be their habit,”’ 
he said yesterday, ‘‘and it is natural 


along these lines, there should be a cor- 
responding decline in the amount of mer- 
chandise with which buyers cam reason- 
ably find fault. 

‘“‘All, or nearly all, of the leading gloak 
and suit stock houses of the market now 
have high-priced executives in charge of 
their production departments. The du- 
ties of these department heads include 
“not only keeping abreast of all style 
trends, maintaining a supply of the 


wanted materials and the like but also 
the exercise of constant vigilance to 
see that their firms turn out a uniform 
standard of merchandise. There was a 
time whén wholesalers paid an undue 
amount:of attention to selling their mer- 
chandise while they sometimes neglected 
‘to be as careful ag they should be in 
seeing that their shipments of merchan- 
dise reflected the quality of their sam- 
ples. ‘As the stock-house method of do- 
ing business has grown, this tendehcy 
hag been overcome, . There is good rea- 
son to believe that in the future there 
will be even more care concentrated on 
the expert production of garments. 

‘‘Another reason why returns of mer- 
chandise have been reduced considerably 
this season is because retailers as a 
class have been buying garments more 
scientifically than ever before. It will 
be remembered that the early Fall sea- 
son buying period this year was marked 
with a brand of careful planning cal- 
culated’ to provide enough merchandise 
for the retailers for the commencement 
of consumer buying without any over- 
loading that might invite unwarranted 
returning of garments in the event the 
buying at retail was slightly delayed. 

Bape oe should be complimented for 
the great strides they have made of late 
n getting their business oh ‘a -sounder 

At times their conservativeness 
while placing orders piques ambitious 
Salesmen. Especially is this true to a 
large extent when salesmen are travel- 
ing on the road, and also when the sea- 
son is young and styles are not weil 
established, However, those inclined. to 
complain against this conservativeness 
should keep in mind that retailers have 
changed oniy thelr manner of making 
purchases rather than reduced the 
amount of them. Retailers distribute a 
constantlf growing amount of garments 
from year to year. 

‘This season, too, has ,developed’ in 
such a way that retailers are not in the 
mood to pick out flaws in merchandise 
unnecessarily. October, especially; has 
supplied a generous amount of cold 
weather that has' compelled’ women to 
seék out seasonable garments from the 
retail ‘stores. “Buyers have not had to 

watch..garments accumulate in. their 
cloak”and suit departménts without qis- 
posing of them to the public. There 
has been a good, healthy demand for 
the last thirty days that not only has 
depleted stocks in the hands of retail- 
ers but has caused them to visit. the 
market again and again to make addi- 
tlonal purchases. 

“‘When business is brick garments are 
not returned to ‘the market except for 
just cause. When merchandise is 
shipped that’ proves to have defects, 
stock houseg’‘do not complain when it ia 
rejected bythe buyers; the.chance to 
rectify a wrong is welcomed by those 
who specialize in supplying the retail- 
ers. The stock houses now hope that 
the seagon will proceed in an orderly 
method. and that’ nothing will occur. to 
mar the unusually satisfactory relations 
balay # have prevailed throughout the 
Fall @hus far.'’ 





OPENING ACCOUN Tt 


This Sometimes Causes Embar- |" 
rassment When Customers 
Seek a Credit Rating. 


Although, under any but unusual cir- 
cumstances, there is no phase of the con/ 


‘duct of a-retail dry goods and apparel 


business that requires more tact on the 
part of an employe than the opening of a 
charge account, this work is made’ al- 
most doubly - difficult for the . credit 
grantor when the applicant seeks credit 
as'a result of direct or indirect solicita- 
tion by the store.. There are many stores, 
of course, that do not seck to build up 
business’ through account solicitation, 
preferring to have the applicants for 
credit come in’ voluntarily. With: the 
steady growth of competition in the re- 
tail field, however, the practice of in- 
vifing accounts appears to be increasing 


that, as more care has been exercised \throughout the ‘country. 


One of the strongest arguments put up 
by” experienced credit men against the 
solicitation. of accounts, or of opening 
accounts on the strength of agency credit 
ratings without previous solicitation, ‘ is. 
that it cheapens credit and, in the long 
run, ‘tends to work against the best in- 
terests of all concerned. It ts the con- 
tention of these men that the extensiort 
of credit onthe part of a retail store is 
a privilege and not'a right. of the cus- 
tomer, and that to offer it, even to care- 
fully selected prospective patrons, is very 
likely to-make them consider an account 
a right and not a privilege. 

According to one of the/ best-posted 
retail credit men in the metropolitan dis- 
trict, one of the drawbacks in inviting 
the opening’ of charge ‘accounts is the 
difficulty of getting satisfactory data 
concerning the. financial. standing and 
payment habits of the persons to whom 
the invitations are extended. Although 
the solicitation is usually done by means 
of lists compiled from rating books, dlue 
books, &c., this gredit man said yester- 
day, the data on which these ratings are 
based are not, always as complete as 
they might be; / 

“Take the case of a well-rated indi- 
vidual who,is invited to open an ac- 
count,”" he gontinued. ‘‘This person may 
have no accounts. in other storgs by 
which the credit man may be guided,~ 
yet his gredit standing in his neighbor- 
hood is such as to make him an excellent 
risk in that territory. This man, if an 
account.is opened for him, may turn out 
to be an. excellent customer in all re- 
spects, but the credit man has no way 
of determining’ this until after he has 
bought merchandise, He might settle 
very promptly his accounts with his 
Butcher and his grocér, and yet let his 
dry goods account run indefinitely. 

“The question comes: up here, ‘no 
doubt, as to why the desired data can- 
not be obtained from ‘the prospect him- 
self at the time the account is opened, 
or rather from sorhe feminine member 
of his family, as the case usually Is. 
They can be, but it is more difficult 
for the credit, man to get them than it 
is to get similar data from. the -un- 
solicited customer. The latter’s mental 
attitude is different.. Shé comes to the 
store and, in effect, asks it to do her 
the favor of opening an account for her. 
Naturally, the applicant does not ex- 
pect the store to do this without getting 
a certain amount of necessary. informa- 
tion concerning her ability to pay for 
the things she buys, and with the ap- 
plicant in this -frame’of mind: it usual 
is not difficult for the tactful t 
man or interviewer to get all the in- 
formation required, 

“‘With the solicited account, however, 
the whole aspect.,of the situation . is 
changed: The prospect has, let us say, 
been definitely invited to -open an ac- 
eount. I say definitely invited because 
not all farms of solicitation are invi- 
tations. Some of them are suggestions 
that an account at the store would be 
found of considerable convenience, and 
applicants who come in as the result 
of this form of solicitation’ are rarely 
any more difficult to handle than those 
who apply for credit witnout soliciting 
of any kind. 

“Going back to the solicited account, 
let me repeat that the whole aspect of 
the situation is changed. In this case 
the prospect, to use a slang phrase, ‘has 
the bulge’ on the credit man to a cer- 
tain extent, and this is very frequently 
seen in the attitude adopted by a 80~ 
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Ban on. Ollve OR Exports.

“The credit man countered in his very 
best manner,yand he is one'of the. most 
polished men in the businéss—with the 
assertion that, as a general: rule, ac- 
counts were opened for nominal pur- 
chases at ‘first, and that, as the cus- 
tomer’s faith in‘the store grew, her de- 
sires to rnake: larger purchases as‘a re- 
sult of that increased faith would he 
honored. He tactfully made no men- 
tion. of the need of the store's faith in 
the customer, increasing before larger 
purchases would be permitted, and lL 
cite this a6 a sample of\his cleverness 
in handling a trying situation. 

“To make a long story short, the cus- 
tomer refused to give most of the in- 
formation that was sought and left the 
credit man’s office in a huff. Although 
it turned out that neither the woman nor 
her husband was financially responsible 
enough to warrant the sale of a high- 
priced fur coat on credit, there is no 
telling how much’business the store may 
have lost through the ill Will that was 
engendered toward it on the part of the 
woman whose account had. been solicited. 

“It is only fair to say that cases like 
the one cited are in the’ great minority, 
but the fact remains that an ier 
(den is put upon the credit depart t 
by the solicitation of accounts. In ef- 
fect, tit is like making credit the man 
fight for the best interests of the store 
with’ one hand tied behind him,”’ 

The credit man in question went on to 
say that, although it is the practice in 
certain stores in the western part of the 
country to set a definite Hmit on the 
amouht of merchandise a customer may 
buy on crédit, and to let the customer 
know that. Umit when the account is 
opened, very few stores here follow this 
practice. In most cases where this is 
done here, he said, the accounts have 
at some time or other proved unsatis- 
factory to the store and have been rein- 
stated with the definite understanding 
that only a certain volume of goods 
might be bought. 

“In all of the larger stores, where the 
volume of the credit business“done is so 
large as to make it impossible to autho- 
rize charges directly from the ledgers,’’ 
the credit man concluded, “‘this work As 
done by a staff of authorizers. Limits 
are set on the accounts in such cases, 
but these limits apply anly toe the 
amount of a~charge that can be passed 
by .an authorizer without querying the 
credit office. 

‘“‘The systems under which authorizers 
work vary greatly. In some stores they 
may not pass a charge on their own 
initiative that runs only a few cents 
over the limits set, while in at least 
one prominent store the authorizers 
are said to be permitted, to pass charges 
as high as double the indicated limits. 
Whether these limits are low, however, 
I have no way of knowing.”’

most remarkable - potentialities in the 
woolen industry, possibly. exceeding 
those of rayon in.the silk trade. 

Sniafil, the product of Snia-Viscosa, 
Turin, Italy—credited with. being the 
largést industrial organization in that 
country and the second largest producer 
of rayon in the world—has practically 
the same appearance as natural wool. 
So. closely is the resemblance to. the 
natural staple in all important points 
that it is said that fabrics made ee it 

hardly be distinguished from those 
waaduteatured of sheep’s wool. The 
Italian company has been experimenting 
in its production .for @.long time. and 
these experiments have been brought to 
completion only within the last few 
weeks. 

According to P. G. Gurgo-Salice, 
general manager of Snia-Viscosa, sniafil 
will, within the next few years, become 
second only to cotton and wool as a 
textile fibre. It will have the effect, he 
said yesterday, .of contributing to lower 
fabric costs and will tend to stabilize the 
market for raw wool. Due to its low 
cost of production and large scale manu- 
facture, it will be available in any quan- 
tities the market may desire. It will 
sell at between 65 and 70 cents per 
pound, he added. When the large new 
mil of the company at Turin i§ in full 
production the. company expects to turn 
out a daily production of ‘over 150,000 
pounds of the material. This will be 
before the end of next year. At present 
18,000 pounds daily dre béing produced. 
>Plans also call for an American factory 
to produce tke fibre. 

Goihg into further details, Mr. Gurgo- 
Salice went on to say: “Sniafil is avail- 
able in locks, like wool; but there is no 
need of scouring, thus eliminating the 
large shrinkage of the natural staple 
and securing of 100 per cent. efficiency. 
The method of carding, combing and 
spinning is. identical to that of woolt 
Yn fact, it has been found that these 
/processes are easier with sniafil than 
with wool, beeause of the greater ad- 
hesive power of the filaments, which 
avoids breakage either in the slivers or 
in the top, 

“In spinning it has been found that a 
higher production per spindle canbe ob- 
tained. This.is'due not only to the ad- 
hesive power of the fibrés but especially. 
to the length and fineness ‘of the fila- 
ments. Yarns may easily be. spun to 
or 90s, possessing the -same tenacity as 
wool, with about 15 per cent. less twist: 
Because of the avoidance of breakage, it 
has been found in spinning operatidns in 
Italy that there is also a°15 per cent. 
reduction in the number-of workmen for 
spinning operations. The yarn so ob- 
tained is. softer than that of wool.’ Yet 
the filament itself is rough, giving the 
decided advantage. of“ great’ adhesive 

ower, 

“Sniafil has very. little lustré, ‘there 


' being, just enough to give the goods a 


better appearance. It not only can be 
washed easily, but will well withstand 
rubbing and the reaction of the usual 
cleaning fluids. It is mothproef and 
hygienic and does not itch. The. ffbre 
is sold in two standard lengths—6-inch 
and 2-inth staples. Thé 2-inch fibre can 
be spun on the usual eotton spinning 
machines, making it possible, therefore, 
for cotton spinners to enter the field of 
wool spinning. 

“The dyeing of sniafil-is very simple, 
being the same as that of cotton. Be- 
cause of this, very attractive cross-dye- 
ing combinations can be obtkined if it 
is used in conjunction th wool. On 
this score decidedly satfSfactory results 

mixtures as high as 90 per cent. of 
sniafil-and 10 per cent. natural wool 
have already ‘been obtained by knitters 

weavers in Europe. Moreover, 
there is no similarity of appearance be- 
tween: cotton and wool ‘mixures, and 
those of ‘wool and sniafil,; or the latter 
alone. The nature of the fibre itself 
‘being so different. precludes this, and 
thus provides another advantage. | 

“Sniafil may .be employed for both 
high and Jow priced fabrics. Where raw 
material is the most costly factor as 
against labor, it is obvious that its use 
will entail a marked economy: It.may4 
be objected that there are wools avail- 
able in this country which cost from 
65 to 70 cents per pound. These, how- 
ever, are low gpa wools and would not 
in any, way be adaptable for the uses 

because of the penes

The producers ,of, sniafil do nét think 
that this fibre, in whatever quantities

Another sharp decline occurred: in; cot- 
ton yesterday, prices breaking about 
half a cent ‘and closing at a loss of 32 
to 39 points. ‘Selling. started with . the 
opening call and weight of. contracts 
here and in New Orleans: developed a 
running break of a quarter of a cent at 
one time before- the market could right 
ftself. During the progress of the de- 
cline all scale buying orders, were filled, 
owing to the rush of selling orders;

Carriers Able to Handle the Larger 
‘Traffic’ Due to Country's 
Prosperity. 


Former’ Secretary of State Hughes 
said in the vécent brief filed by Leonor 
¥F. Loree that the railroad facilities of 
the country were not keeping pace with’ 
its growth and unless extensive con- 
struction. weré undertaken in the near 
future the railroads would be unable 
to take care of the economic needs of 
the country. This statement recalled to 
railroad men that, while much was sald 
regarding the inadequacy/ of the rail- 
roatis immediately following the resump- 
tion of. private .control,. little has been 
heard of this nature within the last 
The answer, they say, is that railroad 
efficiency has enabled the carriers to 
use the roadbed and equipment they 
have more effectively than at any time 
in their history. 

The mileage development of our rail- 
roads since 1907, compared with that of 
any equal time during the forty. years 


importance, and during the last four 
years the abandonment of lines has ex- 
ceeded construction. Minor construc- 
tion has been of two types, the expan- 
sion of larger properties and the closer 
gridironing of the older and larger prop- 
erties in the interest of eta intensive 
development. 

During this time the industrial re- 
sources of the country have been ex- 
panding at an unprecedented rate, which 
has led many persons to believe that the 
stagnation of the railway was an un- 
healthy sign and could «not continue if 
the country were to prosper. 

If credit conditions had been propitious 
the carriers would undoubtedly have 
constructed more new mileage during 
the last decade, but, unable to get the 
money hecessary to age ow large -ex- 
penditure without payin ~ hk h rates for 
it, they have establishe iclency and 
economy as a means of taking care of 
the growth of ‘ic. 

They have met competition in obtain- 
ing credit from the industrials, many. 
of which were new and untried but of- 
fered the possibilities of profit needed 
to whet the speculative appetite... On 
the other hand their bonds became for 
a time unattractive to the investor seek- 
ing security. of principal, who preferred 
the numerous issues of tax-exempt se- 
curities, 

Many observers were pessimistic re- 
garding the future and maintained that 
continuous expansion of railway facili- 
ties was. necessary if the carrier service 
was to.be kept up to former levels. 
They called attention to the fact that in 
the five and one-half years prior to 
1914 the increase in line mileage was 
but. .07. per cent. and for the same pe- 
riod the annual rate of increase of 
equipment wes little: more than 1 per 

cent. 

The railways have, however, taken 
care of the increased prosperity of the 
coun during. the last year more ef- 
fectively than they have handled traffic 
at any time in their history. The weekly 
reports of the Car Service Division of 
the American Rail Association show 
more surplus cars and fewer locomotives 
in bad ofder than at any time on record. 
The answer is an incréase in tractive 
power, better loading of cars, the speed- 
ing up of movement through freight 
terminals, which are the “‘neck of the 


‘bottle’ in railroad traffic, ‘and closer 


cooperation from shippers -in releasing 
equipment. What are the natural limits 
of -thig growth of effieiency and cofise- 
quently how soon an increase in track- 
age will be imperative are questions 
puzzling the financial district at present.

much-agitated subject of zoning regu- 
lations, the communities of ‘the State 
have regarded their zoning system as 
having been irreclaimably cast into 
the scrap heap. Chief Justice Wil 
Mam §. Gummert had given the zoners 
some hope that, on a review of the 
ease before thd full bench, the over- 
turning rulings ef the Supreme Court 
Justices, dealing with independent cases 
in their several districts, might bé re- 
versed. But when the decision of the 
Court of Errors, affirming all the Jus- 
tices had done, came down, it was seen 
te have been made and its text. pre- 
pared by Mr. Gummere. 

The Court's ruling was made up 
pretty much along the lines, the Asso- 
clate Justices had laid down. The right 
of a man to put upon his lot any build- 
ing that was not a legal nuisance or a 
concrete menace to the health or safety 
of -the community was reasserted, and 
the Chief Justice ran in one pregnant 
point that had not been so sharply 
stated in the discussions hefore. He 
said that the purchase of a plece of 
property and the erection of a building 
upon it did not give the purchaser the 
right to say what kind of structure 
seme future purchaser must put on e@ 
nearby site. The buyer takes the 
chances in the buying and is only un- 
fortunate if he loses f# the game. 


A Little Ray ef Hope. 


The zoners are finding a slim hope of 
coming out whole yet, in the fact that 
the Court did not rule upon the right of 
the State to enact a zoning law. The 
decision is that the Nutley soning law, 
which is a type of those prevailing 
elsewhere, is not conformable with the 
right of a property gwner to make any 
harmless use he pleaSes of his property.

Actively Enters Race 


for the Favor of the New 
Arbiter of Industry 


By JAMES C. YOUNG 


OMANCE is unfolding anew ‘in 
the drama of industry. What 
coal, gold, oil and diamonds 
used. to be, rubber has become 

—the lure to adventure and the 
source of wealth untold. A new 
race of treasure hunters has arisen. 
Throughout a vast belt drawn around 
the earth, extending to three or four 
degrees on either side of the equator, 
men of many nations are seeking the 
milky fluid, going deep into the jun- 
gie to find it. 

The United States at present con- 
trols but 3. per. cent, of the worki’s 
rubber . ‘The remaining 
97 per cent. is in the-hands of the 
British and the Dutch. But Ameri- 
can enterprise is about to enter the 
field and promises to become one-of 
the important future factors. Three- 
fourths of the world’s rubber supply 
ly bought by. this country; upon rub- 
ber three of our major industries are 
almost wholly dependent. 

The Story of Rubber 

Never before has modern industry 
placed so high a price-upon an in- 
dispensable product.. And never has 
industry needed any essential so 
badly as it now needs rubber. With- 
out tires the growing millions of au- 
tomohiles must helt.” Four-fifths of 
the rubber supply is controlled by 
the tightest corner ever known. -The 
wild trees. alone’ offer ‘a means of 
early relief. These are far-flung, in 
untrodden lands, where explorers are 
blazing trails and founding depots to 
rob the wilderness of-its stores. 

The story of its rise. and a glimpse 
of its future have all the celor of an 
industrial-epic. If we may believe 
the annals, the first. white man to 
diszover rubber was Christopher Co- 
lumbus, Some of the old accounts 
set down that he called it India ruj- 
ber, believing he had landed in India. 
It also has been chronicled for our 
entertainment that hé found natives 
of the New World playing with 
“elastic -balls which did rebound 
when thrown to the ground.’’ It is 
recorded ‘that’ Columbus sent back 
samples of these balls, and of the 
rubber itself, to the court of Spain. 
We may imagine the royal Infantas 
exclaiming’ in glee over the balls 


“which did re 
bound.’’ Nobody 
in Spain thought 
about -using rub- 
ber. until a later 
adventurer, Cortez, 
made .it known 
that the Aztecs 
had rubber cloth- 
ing and footwear. 

Toward the mid- 
dle of the eigh- 
teenth century 
French ‘explorers 
and scientists 
identified several 
kinds of rubber 
trees and made 
careful note of 
them. The best of _ 
these’ trees flour. 
ished in’ the Ama- 
zon Valley, partic- 
ularly in’ the 
neighborhood of 
Para... It would 
seem that the na- 
tives had various 
uses for the rub 
ber gum; but the 
first service it, 
rendered the white 
man developed 
from an accident. 

An English chem- 
ist, studying the 
gum, found by 
chance. that. it 
would erase pencil! 
marks. - Out of 
discovery sprang a 
new industry. 

Nearly a century ago Charles 
Goodyear hit upon the magic of mak- 
ing rubber into another useful arti- 
cle. Goodyear was a tinkerer and 
inventor of ne mean skill, and the 
crude, yieldin, substance piqued his 
fancy. He udded a bit of sulphur 
and tried. mixtures of various heats 
until the process of vulcanizing had 
been mastered. 

The rubber overshoe appeared. The 
day of the hot-water bottle had 
dawned. Not long afterward rubber 
coats of a primitive type came into 
use, the rubber fastened in strips to 
a cloth foundation. With the com- 
ing of the mechanical age industry

The first would include all of that 
period under review, ending with the 
year 1876, when Sir Henry Wickham 
went to South America for scientific 
study-and tncidentally observed the 
rubber tree in its Amazon wilds.. He 
found the methods of production 
faulty. Rubber trees in a wild state 
usually grow singly: If removed 
any distance from a waterway. they 
cannot be made to serve. mankind, 


since transportation difficulties are 
insuperable. 

Native runners enter the wilder- 
ness by paths known to them alone 
and travel from tree to tree, cutting 
the bark and leaving a container be- 
neath the cut (the process is similar 
to that of extracting turpentine from 
& pine tree). These runners make 
the circuit of perhaps a hundred 
trees in a day, traveling many miles; 
they then return by the same paths 
and empty the containers. 

Bir Henry decided that plantations 
with regularly cultivated trees would 
be more practical, but was told that 
the trees did not thrive under culti- 
vation. This continues te be true, 
in a measure, as the finest grades of 
the elastic substance are drawn from 
trees about forty years old, growing 
in. femote places.

Stained glass can cheerfully an- 
nounce a salesroom for exquisite tex- 
tures; laces. and satins, as it does in 
the curious arrangement of chunks 
and knobs and ribbons of glass set 
in iron and lead that almost filis the 
huge portal of the Pavilion des Gal- 
eries Lafayette, the work of Jaques 
Gruber. It can announce the .char- 
acteristics of the famous cities and 
towns of France, as it does in the 
Pavillon de Tourisme. Long’ panels 
of leaded glass that surround this 
pavilion, like a misplaced frieze, low 
enough to be easily read, cleverly 
combine, in nervous, angular lead 
lines and Diack and white “print’’ 
giasses,. suggestions of chateaux, 
cathedrals and mountain peaks of 


picturesque France.. They were de-- 


signed by Barrillet. A bolder type, 
by. Schneider, with color added, 
serves equally well in the great res- 
taurant towers and through smaller 
windows and panels that are to be 
found almost everywhere. 

If this work were to be rigidly 
classified under that much abused 
‘word ‘‘commercial,’’ we should never

confuse it with the hackneyed pat- 
terns usually associated with that 
term. Here has been shown in many 
ways—in none more clearly than in 
stained and leaded glass—that pub. 
licity may be directly associated with 
beauty of expression. 


Work of Famous Masters 


There are two great pavilions de- 
voted entirely to stained glass. The 
larger one presents the work of va- 
tious French artists and craftsmen. 
The other exhibits the work of Mau- 
méjean Fréres,~ a well-established 
firm.whose work is known over all 
the world. They have a large work-- 
shop in Paris and another in Spain 
and are represented in the Spanish 
pavilion by a great colorful panel of 
warlike fish flashing about in bril- 
Hiant, bubbling water, frankly de- 
scribe¢ as» the reproduction of a 
painting by Nestor. 

It is significant to recall, when we 
are considering the distinguished 
panels and windows Mauméjean 
Fréres have shown, that much of 
their work is standardized church

Your machine, in some cases, 
is kept in repair. without charge for 
a certain time. Indeed, the automo- 
bile business is famous for its ser- 
vice. And with a motor vehicle for 
every seven persona’ in this country, 
almost everybody should know, by 
now, what he can command. 

We have about as many automo- 
biles as telephones—each total figure 
being to fifteen millions. It 
isn’t surprising, therefore, to learn 
that there are 66,000 service sta- 
tions in the country, aside from 
charging stations—and aside, too, 
from garages, which often give a 
great deal of extraneous service. 
There are as many garages as there 
are service and charging stations to- 
gether. 


A Much-Pampered People 


It .is to be expected that there 
should be much service in the auto- 
mobile business. We have more 
autos than has any other nation; 
and we have more various and more 
widely diffused service. We have 
more of what may be called super- 
service, because we are the richest 
nation. We are a much pampered 
people. 

An alert politician is constantly 
engaged in superservice. Your 
Congressman is not merely a legis- 
lator; he will do all sorts of odd jobs 
for you in Washington. 

Tt has passed into slang, that word, 
80 common has it become to our 
thought. “Some service!’’ we say, 
when the skies clear just as we are 
starting to a theatre or the shops 
We persist, grown-ups as well as the 
small boy who saw the one-armed 
man, in tying up service with the 
forces beyond man!

Solely Educational

Except in the few instances 
where he is shown as the Christ 
Child, our Lord is always treated 
symbolically.. The Good— Shepherd, 
for example, which is a favorite 
subject throughout the Catacombs. 
is the conventional -youth or shep- 
herd -boy of the hills of Palestine. 
There is but one painting that de- 
picts the Crucifixion, and this is only 
a fragment found in the seventh 
century fresco in the Catacomb oi 
St. Valentine.

But the drawings are not lacking in 
a certain vigor and realism. In the 
scenes delineating the seven at ta- 
ble the gestures are natural and are 
what one would expect in conversa- 
tion or in breaking bread.

Throughout the Catacombs the 
caligraphy on the tombs is similar t» 
the election notices found again and 
again in the excavated streets of 
Pompeii. The epitaphs are brief, de- 
ecribing in a single adjective some 
virtue or attribute of the sleeper. 
Here again symbols are used—doves, 
paim branches, anchors or the fish. 
The sign of the crogs in various 
forms is freely used, showing the 
Christian's glorification of humilia- 
tion and suffering. The cross is sur- 
rounded .with garlands and paln 
branches. 


Expected the End of the World 


That the Catacombs were not elab- 
orately and expensively decorated 
was natural in view of the fact that 
the Christians of the Apostolic age 
and even later expected the end of 
all things in the near future. . They 
died believing that their bodies wouid 
soon be raised from the dead on the 
Day of Judgment. Therefore they 
regarded the tombs as only tempo- 
rary resting places. It scarcely. mat- 
tered to them by what names they 
were called during their transitory 
sojourn.on earth. Hence the ex- 
treme simplicity and brevity of the 
early epitaphs, in which the names 
were recorded more for the benefit 
of the surziving relativés than. from 
any desire to perpetuate_the person- 
ality of the deceased in a world 
@oomed to an early destruction.

Objects of Dread 


The name comet dates back at 
least as far as the Greeks, and comes 
from their word meaning ‘‘the hairy. 
one." As to the nature of comets, 
some scientists of antiquity seemed 
to have held the correct view. The 
Chaldeans thought thém analogous 
to planets, that is to say, objects 
that were permanently revolving 
around the sun but were only visible 
when they came near the earth. 
The philosophers of the Pythagorean 
school also shared this view, likewise 
Aristotle.

Washington had tried. in 
1798, and again three years later, 
to induce Congress to take this step, 
but action was delayed. In 1802 the 
spot was chosen and building was 
commenced. Then from all quarters 
/of the Republic came young men, 
ambitious to be soldiers of the first 
rank; and from all States came of- 
ficlals eager to see how the new 
military academy was getting along. 

As time went on it became 
clear that accommodations must be 
provided outside the academy for 
those who wished to stay over night, 
and in 1829 a little inn was con- 
structed on the reservation at the 
edge of Trophy Point.

COMETS LOSE THEIR POWER TO TERRIFY 


( Continued from Page 11 ) 


More and more amateurs are found 
among those interested in this 
branch of astronomy; comet hunters, 
as they are called. The astronomers 
who have big instruments at their 
disposal usually scorn comets. They 
go in for “big game hunting’ and 
are not satisfied until they have 
found another ‘‘island universe.” 

Nowadays when a comet is dis- 
covered a cablegram in code is sent 
to the observatories at Harvard and 
at Copenhagen, whence it-is relayed 
to all other observatories interested 
in comets. In the course of the fol- 
lowing. weeks observations are ob- 
tained in different parts of the world. 
These are communicated to the two 
central observatories. and are then 
sent to those astronomers who wish 
to compute the future path of the 
comet. Some comets last only long 
enough to check these computations, 
then sink into oblivion again. Others 
aré visible for months or sometimes 
years. ; 

When first attempting to caiculate 
the path of a comet astronomers ai- 
ways assume that it is only a tem- 
porary addition to the solar system, 
that it has tome from infinity and 
will again disappear into infinity. 

Sometimes it happens to a comet 
that, when the sun decides he will 
have no more of it and. sends it 
away into space again, tt is caught 
on the rebound by Jupiter or Sat- 
urn. For when it passes close to 
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these heaviest of all planets a comet 
is very strongly attracted, and its 
path may be altered sufficiently to 
make it change its mind and turn 
back completely. 

The sun is then obliged to accord 
the comet its place under the sun, 
but forever after it will bear the 
mark ‘of ‘the planet that caught it. 
As a criminal comes back to the 
place of his crime, so a comet al- 
Ways comes back to the place. where 
it was captured by Jupiter or Saturn. 
In this way it becomes a regular 
member of the planetary system, a 
periodic comet, as the astronomers 
call it. 


The Most Famous Comet 


Of these periodic comets we know 
many varieties. Some haye short 
periods, like Encke’s comet, which 
goes around the sun in three years 
and four months. | It is one of those 
which have beén captured by Jupiter, 
and it is generally so faint’ that it 
can only be seen in extremely large 
telescopes. We know several comets 
with periods less than ten years, and 
as the period increases the number 
of comets decreases. The longest 
periods known range up to thousands 
of years. There are even comets for 
which the time to complete one revo- 
lution around the sun is estimated at 
more than a million years. 

The most famous of all comets is, 
without doubt, Halley's. This has 
been a noteworthy visitor to our 
skies for tens of centuries. In 1682 
a bright, comet was discovered by the 
Royal Observatory in Greenwich and 
the observations were given to Hal- 
ley in order that he might compute 
the path of the comet from them, 
following the rules laid down by 
Newton. (We must remember that 
it was Halley to whose efforts ts due 
in large measure the publication’ of 
Newton's work on celestial mechan- 
ics.) Having performed his calcula 
tions on this subject; Halley com- 
pared them with similar results de- 


1607, and he was immediately struck 
with the close resemblance between 
the paths in space’ of these three 
comets. 

Boldly he concluded that this must 
be the same object that revolved 
around the sun in a period of seventy- 
five years and accordingly he pre- 
dicted its next return for the year 
1756. EH is difficult nowadays to 
realize how great an epoch this pre- 
diction marked. It was the first pre- 
diction and the first rigorous test tc 
which Newton's theory had been 
Halley died in 1742 without 
having had a chance to see his fore- 
cast fulfilled, 

As the year 1758 grew near, the 
French astronomers, Clairaut and 
Lalande, took up the matter seriously 
and decided to calculate with the 
finest precision the influences exert- 
ed upon the comet by the attractior 
of Jupiter and Saturn. For sis 
monihs they computed from morn- 
ing until night and finally announce( 
that Jupiter’s influence would re 
tard the reappearance of the come‘ 
by 500 days and Saturn's by anothe: 
hundred, so that the comet would 
come nearest the sun in 1759 some 
where about April. The comet wa: 
first picked up bya farmer in Sax- 
ony on Christmas Eve, 1758, and 
it passed perihelion, its position 
closest to the sun, on March 12, 
1759, very close to the predicted 
date. 


For its next appearance, in 1835, 
predictions were made afresh, and 
this time the error in the predicte¢ 


your | time amounted to. only a few days. 










The most recent visit of this comet 
was in 1910.

The apparition at the last-mentioned 
epoch was immortalized in France in 
the famous Bayeux tapestry. — 
During. its last visit Halley’s comet 
came so close to the earth that we 
must have passed through its tail, 
without, however, experiencing the 
slightest hindrance. Our spectro- 
scopes have revealed the presence of 
cyanogen gas, the deadliest of all 
poison-gases, in cometary tails,. yet 
we did not notice the slightest ef- 
fect; the earth went through the tail 
as though a vacuum. indeed, it 
seems that the tail of a comet is 
nothing but an apparition; it gives 
light, reflected from the sun, but of- 
fers no resistance and has a negii- 
gible weight. The gases of which 
it-is composed must therefore be in 
extremely rarefied condition, several 
hunfred times as rare as our atmos- 
phere. ; 

You. may perhaps ask what will 
happen when a really big comet 
eomes very close to the earth. The 
French astronomer de Sejour ha: 
computed that if a contet just a: 
heavy as the earth came as close tc 
us as forty thousand miles all it 
could do would be to lengthen thc 
year by two days. We should es 
cape. unscathed save for a smal 
change in our calendar. Consider 
ing that we have yet to find a come’ 
that weighs more than one-thou- 
sandth part of the earth or one tha‘ 
has come as close as a million miles 
your mind may rest at ease, for 
comets will never harm us in this 
universe.

1925 Rich in Comets 


In a certain observatory in the 
eastern part of this country the 
Board of Visitors once raised 
objections against the large amount 
of desk work done and inquired 
whether it would not rather add to 
the reputation of the observatory if

tor of the observatory accepted the 
challenge on the condition that funds 
should be produced to pay for the 
salary of ‘‘a person of-.average intel- 
ligence’’ who could make the neces- 
sary search. Fortunately for him, 
a fine comet was discovered within 
the allotted time. In another in- 
stance a mistake occurred in the 
code telegram ennouncing the dis- 
covery of a new comet, An observer 
went to look for the comet in the 
wrong place and promptly found an- 
other comet. j 

The year 1925 has heen unusually 
rich in comets: we have alreadv re- 
corded six—the three periodic comets 
of Wolf, Tempel and Borelly and 
three new comets, discovered by 
Schain in Russia, Reid in South 
Africa and Orkisz in Russia. 

Another comet for which astron- 
omers are at present on the lookout 
is Brooks's. second comet. This 
ebject has had an eventful life. Up

HE Oid Densdntans are the actors 
who have graduated from F. R. 
Benson's Shakespearean reper- 

ae company. To most American 
theatre-goers the name Benson means 
nothing; .in England it is almost as 
much of a household word as Ethel 
M.-Dell. Now go,on with the story. 

Of the well-known Berisonians now 
in’ America, Philip Merivale, who is 
leading man for Marjorie Rambeau in 
*‘Antonia’’ at the Empire, is at pres- 
ent the most prominent. He was with 
Benson ‘only three years, to be sure, 
and those the first three of his career, 
Which began when he.was only 18 
years old, but there are those who 
say that three years were just enough 
not to impair the versatility that one 
might reasonably be expected to need 
for a subsequent career. This, how- 
ever, is in dispute. 

In addition to his accomplishments 
as an actor, Mr. Merivale has found 
time, despite the long list of parts he 
has played, to achieve some distinc- 
tion as an author of stories, plays 
and poems; Among other things, he 
wrote *“‘The Wind Over the Water,"’ 
"The Cromwell of the Caribbees’’ and 
a two-act drama, ‘‘Knut at Roes- 
kilde,’’ which’ was performed here at 
the Lyceum two years ago. 

Philip Merivale’s. father was a dis- 
tinguished civil engineer and he him- 
self was born in India. His parents 
tried to force him on the business 
world, but he can hardly have tried 
that very long, considering the age at 
which he made his start with the 
Bensonians in the Orestean trilogy of 
Aeschylus. Classic tragedy has pur- 


sued him at various intervals ever 
since (and even caught up with him), 
although during the last few years 
he has been engaged mostly in mod- 
ern parts,” 

His first American ‘appearance was 
with Mrs, Patrick Campbell in Shaw’s 
‘*Pygmalion” as the tempestuous and 
contémptuots Henry Higgins. And 
next he was the Messenger in Gran- 
ville Barker's production: of ‘‘Iphige- 
nie auf Tauris” at, the Yale Bowl and 
the Messenger in **‘The ‘Trojan Wo--. 
men’’ at the Lewisohn Stadium here. 

During the war he served as an of- 
ficer’ in the, Canadian Air Force. 
Since then he has played Will Shake- 
speare in Clemence” Dane’s hapless 
play of that name, and Dick Curvil 
m Masefield’s ‘The Tragedy of 
Nan.’’ He has, too, made many other 
escapes from the classic.drama, but 
néver for long.

Philip Merivale played 
Meleager. -There is scarcely a male 
part” in Shakespeare that he does not 
seem to have done at some time or 
other. Many of these appearances 
were with the late Sir Herbert Tree. 

His most recent performances here 
have been in ‘‘The Swan,"’ and with 
Ina Claire in “Grounds for Divorce.” 


Oho had years ago a young girl 
who had a not uncommon desire

The Ph elphia OrcheStra’s second 
concert here on Tuesday of this week 
marks. a firgt hearing in New York 
of the piano with ‘‘sustained tone,”’ an 
invention recently announced by John 
Hays \Hammond Jr. Of*his invention 
Mr. Hammond-says: ‘Those who ex- 
pect to find in this piano a spec- 
tacular innovation will be disappoint- 
ed. My improvement 'upen the piano- 
forte is legitimate and conservative. 
It ‘is a musical improvement that. in- 
volves the piano in no transformation, 
but in an extension of its‘own peculiar 
and individual powers. The device’ is 
subtle and -essentially pianistic, and, 
although -it. makes. great organ music; 
applicable to. the piano, the term ‘or-

Another Gallery to Open. 


HE New Gailery opens with for- 
T eign and American _ painters. 

George Chapin’s ‘‘Plowman’’ has 
all the poetry of his earlier work, with 
added weight and strength. In spite 
of the high key of ‘the color and: the 
transparent values so dear to this 
painter, the horse with necessary ef- 
fort is pulling the plow through hard 
ground.~In Arthur Franck’s portrait 
of a young woman one hand supports, 
the chin, the other holds the elbow. 

This forms a central square from

‘Tibetan Paintings. ~ 
IBET is an elevation in the heart 
dh of Asia very difficult of access, 
~ @ven today. . George Roerich, 
therefore, made his collection of. Ti- 
betan Tankas, as they are called— 
banner paintings—under gredt difficul- 
ties, especially as the Tipetans are -un- 
willing to have their sacred works ‘of 
art leave the East. Though there are 
earlier and later banners in the collec- 
tion, itis,on the whole, the work of the 

sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 
The artists have followed the tradf- 


ficult to determine. The strong Chi- 
nése influence is accounted for accord- 
ing to Mr. Roerich, by the fact that 
the most beautiful Tibetan. paintings 
were made in China. The painter pre 
pares his linen with a mixture of chalk 
ard glue and stretches the cloth on a 
frame apparently in much the same 
may We prepare our canvas. 

After the’ preparation is dried it is 
brought to a high polish. . The first 
drawing is sometimes painted with a 
wod block, and if these same blocks 
are used over and over again one can 
easily see how confusing it must be 
to discover dates.. The drawing. is then 
completed in charcoal. An outline of 
Chinese ink may be applied either be~ 
fore or after the color. The Tibetans 
became Buddhists and the paintings 
rrepresent Buddha gods. 


In the five or six that -the present 
writer saw the god was centred on each 
side of a symmetrical design of proph- 
ets and symbolic forms. It ‘is not out 
place to mention a Tibetan painting in 
the Boston Museum of a female deity 
that is placed in the centre of a group 
of flowers. It has a deal more variety 
in the surrounding design than have 
the few seen. However,.there are forty 
in the exhibition and one must not 
judge from the five. 


The paintings are mounted on beau- 
tiful brocades that give them a setting 
like that of a Persian miniature. Mr.

‘TRAINS MANY AMERICANS 


LAW. SCHOOL 





PARIS. 

ERE is in Paris a young and 

thriving school that is unique. It 

has ‘the only complete curriculum 
of international law in the world. From 
all countries, young men with ambi- 
tions flock to its classes, giving: two 
years of hard study:to the various as- 
pects of international juridical, diplo- 
matic and economic relationships. 


The school issues diplomas of the 
Paris Law Faculty, although its work 
is distinct from the official school. It 
fs a sort. of graduate school, intended 
to broaden knowledge of international 
dealings., The course of study is es- 
pecially Important for students in- 
tending to’ enter diplomatic service. 
Although the schoo! is only five years 
old, a number of its graduates have 
already been admitted to that career. 

Its official title is “Institut des 
Hautes Etudes Internationales,"’ but 
it is also known as the International 
School of International Law. The 
quota of American students is larger 
than that from any other country ex- 
cept France. Professor Garner of Il- 
linois lectured at the school in 192t, 


is, Secretary General of the American 
Institute of International Law, has 
lectured at ‘the school each year, de- 
voting his efforts to teaching Ameri- 
can ideais in international law. 


International Faculty. 

On the- Committee of Honor are 
Elihu Root and James Brown Scott for 
the United States and distinguished 
representatives of ‘other lands, such as 
ex-President Raymond Poincaré, Gus- 
tave Ador, Viscount Ishii, Leon Bour- 
geols, Benés, Paul Hymans and Venit- 
zelos.

The 
United States.has been represented in 
greater numbers than any other coun- 
try excepting France. There have 
been twenty-eight Americans in the 
five-years of the school’s life, fifteen 
South and Central Americans and two 
Canadians. Eleven students came from 
the Far East and twelve from the 
Near East-and Egypt. 

European students number 118, 
nearly every nation being represented, 
including the Russian’ and the ex- 
enemiy countries. The first German 
attended the school during thé. term 
ended. this July, preceded by éséveral 
Hungarians and Bulgarians. No (its- 
sensions existed. The German youth, 
although quite nationalistic in -his 
views, maintained comradeship. with 
the Frenchmen as well as with the Po- 
lish group. 

Many of the young men earned 
their way through school, many more 
came with scholarships from . their 
Government or universities and some 
lived on their family, income during 
their studies. All weré intent on get-

4 EE Naples and then die,’’, Nea- 
politans say, .but one. day of 
the year. this slogan should be 
changed to “‘Hear Naples and 

sleep.” For on the day of the festa 
of Piedigrotta, which has just been 
celebrated, Naples is alive with mu- 
sic, song, shouting and ribaldry. S&t. 
Cecilia and Bacchus indulge in a tug- 
o’-war. Beauty and vulgarity follow 
each other. Soft plaintive notes, rem- 
iniscent of the soothing Hawaiian mu- 
sic, are succeeded by the ‘wild and 
tumultuous beating of pans, the blast 
of raucous horns and noise-makers, 
But beauty follows to clear all dis- 
cords away, the night rolis in over 
Vesuvius, a million lights sparkle, and 
the cafés and restaurants and ter- 
races and alleys resound with the 
singing of happy -people. 
When the dawn comes up, the last 
notes of the catchiest of the -new 
songs float out to sea and the world’s 
noisiest city, a city of a million peo- 
ple who love and live noise, has gone 
to sleep, and Naples is as silent as the 
tomb.

MUSIC USED TO 


AID SICK 


IN NEW YORK HOSPITALS 





Tests Prove Its Value as a Remedy—Violin and 
Voice Provide Best Tones for Sufferers 


By FREDERICK D. BELL, 
Of the New York Tuberculosis and 
Health Association. 

SIC helps cure tuberculosis, 

This the recent experience of 

the New York Tuberculosis and 
Health Association has demonstrated. 
The successful use of music in tuber- 
culosis hospitals has passed‘ the ex- 
perimental stage. Its value has now 
been proved. 

Hitherto the universally -accepted 
treatment for the dise&se contemplated 
three -principal things—rest, good and 
sufficient food and fresh air. How- 
ever, it was apparent that there was 
need to overcome worry, fear, home- 
sickness, depression and similar men- 
tal phases that if unchecked retarded 
recovery, if indeed recovery were pos- 
sible at all under such conditions. 

Oceupational therapy now so gener- 
ally practiced, was a treatment born 
from the need of something to over- 
come this mental miasma. T'o a very 
large degree this has been successful. 
However, this agency cannot be used 


for the very sick, or, at best, it can 


be used only to a limited extent. There 
seemed to be a need for some diver- 
sion that.involved no. exertion on the 
part of the patient and that could be 
made available for the extremely sick 
as well as for the ambulant patient— 
some agency that would dispel morbid 
thoughts and depressing mental condi- 
tions and bring a renewed interest in 
life and a willingness to exert the will 


‘to the point required to fight the bat- 


tle against the disease. 


Use of Music in Operations. 


That agency was not difficult to 
find, after a survey of the field by the 
association. The power of music was 
already partially. recognized and un- 
derstood. Historical instances of its 
use are numerous. David quieted Saul, 
King -of ‘Israel, by playing upon his 
harp—the first authentic record of the 
use of music as a remedial agency. 
Timotheus, who skillfully played the 
lyre, did a similar’service for Alexan- 
der the Great. Mad King Philip of 
Spain won back his reasoning power 
through the singing of Farinelli, the 
Caruso of that day: 

At the Providence Hospital in Wash- 
ington, phonographic music has be& 
employed. in the operating room 1! 
soothe the subconscious mind of the 
surgical patient. Chicago recently re- 
ported a surgical operation upon the 
eye without local or general anesthe- 
sia. A ‘violinist played continuously 
during the half hour of the operation. 
At the conclusion, the patient said she 
had “felt no pain”’ and that “the 
music was beautiful."’ 

There is a great variety of theories 

as to the use of music and the man- 
ner in which it acts. Very common is 
the idea that musical vibrations in 
themselves have an ability to stimu- 
late like vibrations in the body. If 
these vibrations are of a proper in- 
tensity they will soothe the nervops 
system, stimulate the flow of benefi- 
cial secretions and thus effect.a cure. 
If the vibrations are too intense, they 
may produce. an opposite effect. 


of this theory of the physical effect of 
musieal vibrations. That discussion is 
left to those of ereater scientific at- 
tainments. Precisely how music acts 
on the body is not known, but-some of 
the results of its use on the minds and 
spirits of patients in tuberculosis’ 
wards are certainly- known, and it is 
upon this that emphasis is now put. 

One striking instance, as told by 
Mrs. Is& Maud Ilsen, Associate Secre- 
tary of the association, is of interest in 
this connection. At one of the four- 
teen institutions to which this associa- 
tion takes music and other divérsions 
there was a man who was a musician. 
The disease had advanced to the third 
stage and-the patient was very sick. 
Further, he was temperamental, as 
musicians are likely to-be. When he 
learned that there was to be music-in 
the wards and corridors, he, being.in a 
private room, asked that his door he 
closed, as he felt music made his 
breathing more difficult. He claimed 
that music in 4-4 time made breathing 
eafier. Also that when he had a tem- 
perature music in 6-8 time quieted his 
racing “pulse and reduced his tempera- 
ture. It was agreed to give him ‘music 
in these times and he consented to 
have his door opened., He expressed 
great pleasure in the music given and 
became quiet and. cheerful: Two 
weeks later he welcomed the music 
brought and no longer talked. about 
closing - his door against it. If this 
patient is correct in his deduction 
about the effect of tempo on breath- 
ing and pulse, a very useful bit of 
knowledge has certainly been come 
upon as a guide to future work. 

Perhaps the most positive evidence 
of the value of musical diversion that 
could be offered would be the attitude 
of physicians and nurses who have 
charge of and are ih intimate contact 
with these patients. Universally they 
approve and commend the use of mu- 
sic in the wards. They find that music 
brings about a greater degree of con- 
tentment, and’ that in doing this it re- 
duces complaints. Patients become 
more amenable to the discipline of the 
sanitarium—which means that the care 
and treatment planned for them will 
be more effective because of better 
cooperation: ‘They find that patients’ 
appetites arg stimulated and that food 
which before Jooked unappéetizing now 
seems quite edible. 


Type of Song Important. 


In the wards for the very sick the 
violin was. found to be the most ac- 
ceptable musical instrument, while a 
sympathetic voice with a radiant per- 
sonality behind it always is heartily 
welcomed. Care has to. be taken that 
the voice is not too loud, is not harsh 
or piercing or in any way unpleasant.

This is all too 
evident in their association with the 
masses, which, though sincere, is\ still 
lacking in that racial .equality and 
unifying bond which is so common to 
peoples of the same faith. Mission 
boards shouldbe more discriminatory, 
in choosing their foreign representa- 
tives. ’ 

In marked. con the. slow 
spiritual progress of fonaries in 
China is the advance noted along ma- 
teria] es. Particularly is this so in 
the of American missionaries, 
who, anticipating the adaptability of 
the materialistic West, -have been 
gradually confining their efforts to 
educational and. social, rather than 
purely. evangelical’ interests. Impar- 
tial observers heartily endorse this 
work, for in it. they see ultimate and 
certain failure changed to at least par- 
tial success: I use the term ‘‘par- 
| tial,’’ for while we have perhaps con- 
verted ten millions, on the other 
hand we have ‘unconsciously armed, 
both physically and poets: hun- 
dreds of millions. 

It is true that a growing disaffec- 
tion and anti-foreignism is not with- 
out its reaction upon the mass of 
Christian as well as non-Christian stu- 
dents.

To Unearth Galley for Museum. 


The problem of the old Roman gal- 
ley is less a mystery than that of the 
city,’ but quite as interesting. History 
contains a reference to a galley which 
left Greece in the first century B. C. 
londed . with loot from the sack of 


athens; which was to have adorned

the villa of the Roman General Sylla. 
It was swept out of its course in a 
storm.and never was heard of after- 
ward. ‘Its deck was piled with marnie

The. area of Jerba is. about . 425 
square miles; and in a scone of primi- 
tive. towns, villages and hamlets 
dwells a population of 35,000 to 
40,000, most of whom are Berbers. 
When history began its records the 
successors of Herodotus tried to be 
precise where he had been general 
and identified what had come to be 
known as Jerba as ‘‘the city of forget- 
fulness,’* although no city had ever 
been there.. The persistence of the 
error was natural enough; the lotus 
fruit of the Odyssey had carelessly 
been identified as the jujube fruit 
(Zizyphus lotus)’ on which the people 
of the coast and island still feed and 
from the juice of which they make an 
alluring beverage. So the island was 
called Jerba, or Juba,:from the popu- 
lar fruit. 


Actual City Was Sunk.

from the fruit at all, but from the 
Arabic word ‘‘jerba,’’ meaning ‘‘water 
skin.’’

the Middle Ages. The modern Greek 
and Roman, just as the eontempo- 
Taries of Herodotus and Livy had 
done, continued. to usé the expression 
“‘eat the lotus’’' to denote forgetful- 
ness. And either the Syrtes or Jerba 
has been remembered or. the Loto- 
phagi of Ulysses considered a legend 
with no foundation in fact: 

Jerba is separated from the main- 
land by two channels: There is the 
western strait. opening into the Gulf 
of Gabes, which is a mile and a half 
broad in the centre; .2nd there is the 
eastern strait, which is wider but 
shallow, and by it at low water one 


may cross to the mainland by what is: 


called the Tarik-el-Jemi, or the Road 
of the Came!. The ancient galley was 
fourtd in the western strait, where a 
succession of abnormally low tides had 
brought it near the surface. 


‘How City Slid From Foundations. 


The first person to indicate the na- 
ture of the city beneath the galley was. 
Sir Edward Denison Ross, director. of 
the School of Oriental Studies, Lon- 
don, atid formerly identified :with cer- 
tain special Oriental collections of the 
British Museum. From bits of infor- 
mation that had reached him. he. im- 
parted to The ‘Morning Post tlre in- 
formation. that while investigating the 
galley it had been discovered that the 
vessel rested. upon the roofs of a city 
which. had apparently sunk into the 
mud of the channe! until it had ‘struck 
a stratum of rock and coulé sink no 
further. 

The discovery confirms a Berber 
legend that once, - ‘somewhere in the 
vicinity of Jerba, there had- “existed 
a wealthy and populous cify which 
ha“ ‘‘suddenly disappeared.’’ It also 
enabled topographers to reconstruct 
the physical features of the coast, for 
they had long maintained that Jerba 
had once been connected with the 
mainland. It is therefore conjectured 
that where the western strait now is 
there was once a hieh mound which 
supportéd the metropolis of the Loto- 
phagi with a beautiful harbor, which 
still remained so down to the time of 
the corsair Dragut, and craftily hid- 
den from the Mediterranean by the 
once luxuriant vegetation of the 
land, which sloped toward the 
north.

Today there are twenty-four 
of these tide stations in the United 
States and Alaska, working night and 
day in the interests of American com- 
merce and defense. . 


Accuracy of the Machine. 


After these data are gathered comet 
the work of tabulating and re- 
ducing them, evolving. components by 
the mathematical process of harmonl. 
analysis, and of applying the knowl- 
edge. The results of the work of the 
Division of Tides and Currents ap- 
pear in its tide tables published an- 
nually in advance by the Coast, and 
Geodetic Survey. ‘These volumes give 
the rise and fall,-the time and height 
of tide for every day of the year at 
eighty-one principal. ports of the 
world, and.formulae for securing the 
information for.8,500 subsidiary ports. 

*"Pide tables were published as early 
as the middle of the nineteenth ms ul 
tury. They were meager and we 
predicted by human brains. Now, how- 
ever, a machine does the work far 
more. accurately and swiftly than the 
human brain ever could: This ma- 
chine weighs about 2,500 pounds, is 
about 11 feet long; 2-feet wide and 
@: feet high. It was conceived, de- 
Signed and built in the office of the 
Coast and Geodetic. Survey and fore- 
tells the tides for the tide tables is- 
sued annually by the Survey for use 
by the navy, the merchant matine and 
the public generally. 

“As is well known, tides are due to 
the action of the sun and the moon 
upon the waters of the earth. If the 
motions of sun and moon relative to 
the earth could be made to take place 
in circular orbits in the plane of the 
Equator, tidal predictions would be a 
simple matter. But these motions are 
not so simple. Therefore, for the pur-

ISTORIANS, in. searching for 
r an explanation of the decay 
of such great civilizationa as 
those of the Babylonians, 
Egyptians and Greeks have often at- 
tributed it to malaria, now so preva- 
lent in the lands which made up the 
ancient world, More than one author- 
‘ity ‘has ascribed the disintegration of 
the mighty States of antiquity to this 
scourge.

The incidence’ of malaria in this part 
of the’ world has increased since the 
war. War, sweeping over the Near 
Eastern lands, broke down the resist- 
ance of the people and made way for 
the ravages of malaria. 

More and more the realization that 
malaria is a social disease is being 
driven home to public health students.

“On this tide-predicting machine 
there are taken into account thirty- 
seven such assumed suns and moons, 
each represented by a double system 
of dials, cranks, sliding frames. and 
pulleys.

to be tabulated by the operator. 

*“To accomplish the same work with- 
out the machine would require the 
labor of mpre than sixty skilled com- 
puters, and even then the results 
would not be accurate. The enormous 
saving to the Government is readily 
seen. Without this information a 
skipper’s entrance into a port. would 
be a hit-or-miss matter, while with 
it he can arrange always to enter 
with a favoring tide. 

“Currents are observed, much the 
same as tides, from stations equipped 
with spécial instruments... By means 
of thesé instruments the direction and 
strength of the current is taken every 
hour, and eventually the currents at 
a given spot are known. Then the 
station is shifted and the process re- 
peated at another point. A number 
of these stations are operated in con- 
nection with the Lighthouse Service 
from the decks of lightships anchored 
off the coasts of the United States. 

“In reducing the data derived from 
the measures of the currents much 
the same process ig followed as with 
the tidal data, and the tide-predicting 
machine likewise proves its useful- 
ness in the prediction of currents, 
which are given to the public in the

Now Jet us consider what the peo- 
ple may lose if: the proposition fails, 
The commodity ‘with which a govern- 
ment deals is very. largely service. .

Nothing in the’ history of 
this State encourages one to believe 
that a policy of paying for all needed 
public improvements out of current 
revenues, if adopted by one admin- 
istration, will be consistently followed 
by other administrations. ° 

The desire to remain in control of 
the State government stimulates the 
party in power to keep appropriations 
at a low figure, even though it is 
recognized: that © expenditure of 
more funds will result in materially.

and, in the long run, if the expendi- 
tures are to be put into public im- 
provements, work out more advan- 
tagedusly from an economic: point of 
view. So Jong as we rely upon the 
Legislature to appropriate from cur- 
rent revenue to pay for public. im- 
provements the amounts provided will 
always. lag behind those actually 
needed.

In a single year no less than $40,000 
worth of the dust was reclaimed in 
the workshops of Amsterdam. The

‘| has brought tuberculosis to many of 


the workers, and the dust their handi- 
work has created is sold for their 
benefit. It takes at least half a day 
to polish a single stone properly, in. 
some cases several days. When the 
stones are reset the chucks holding 
them are heated by’ Bunsen burners 
so that for weeks it is torture to the 
worker to touch the surface surround- 
ing them. 

When the great South African fields 
were opened they employed about 500 
workers; the number had increased’ to 
10,000, at the commencement of the 
World War. Then the demand 
dropped. Now, with wages equal to 
$30 a week or so, thousands of skilled 
diamond workers are turning to other 
trades.

Twenty-nine dia- 
monds were dug up in three months— 
twelve white, four yellow and thirteen 
brown. Grave-diggers turned up a 
diamond just under the surface in a 
Little Rock cemetery early this year.

kind.- It has often been stated that 
they will take any risk at the proper 
premium. » This is very nearly true, 
about the only limitation being . that 
the risk is-not against public~ policy. 

**Precious stones, are subject to du- 
ties, and of all import duties those 
of the ‘United ‘States are the highest: 
Indeed, some of them are’so high as 
to be almost beyond the limit of safety 
as regards collecting them, for they 
greatly encourage. the practice of 
smuggling, and the - smugglers. have 
‘worked out most ingenious methods 
for concealing the gems and also for 
undervaluing them.’’ 

In addition to the diamonds of dis- 
play value, there’ are the impure 
stones, amounting to one-half the dia- 
mond ‘production,. which have an im- 
pressive sale for industrial purposes. 
‘There are’ three well-defined varieties 
of diamonds, all of which are used 
industrially,’’ says Dr. Kunz. ‘‘First, 
the crystallized or gem variety; sec- 
ond, bort, a round form with radiate 
or confused crystalline structures; and 
third, carbonado, an impure aggregate 
of small diamond crystals, forming a 
rock of porous-granular' to compact 
texture and without cleavage. Carbo- 
nado, or black diamond, “in important 
quantities is found only in the State 
of Bahia, Brazil, although .a little is 
also obtained Borneo” and from 
the_ Brazilian State of Minas Geraes. 
The Bahia carbonado was first found 
in 1848, although up to about 1850 
it was thrown aside as waste. 

‘“"True bort occurs in the Brazilian 
alluvial deposits, in the South African 
pipe and. alluvial mines and in the 
British Guiana alluvial fields. The 
world’s production of bort per year 
has a value of from $7,200,000 to 
$8,000,000. In addition Brazil prob- 
ably produces 25,000 carats of carbo- 
nado, giving a grand total of from 
$8,200,000 to $9,000,000. Though no 
authentic figures are ‘to-hand as to 
the world’s demand for industrial dia- 
monds, it is. believed that the un- 
mounted stones annually consumed 
have: a value of from $6,000,000 to 
$8,000,000. 


’ Lathes and Dies. 


‘*Most: mining engineers, because of 
their familiarity with the diamond 
drill, infer that mining and ‘oil ex- 
ploration are the most important users 
of industrial diamonds. The order of 
relative importance of various uses of 
industrial diamonds, however, js prob- 
ably as follows: Lathe-tools, bort and 
carbonado ; diamond dust, all varie- 
tes; diamond ‘dies for wire drawing, 
gem stones ani some bort; diamond 
drills, 
ting, small bort and gem stones. 

“In, recent years the use of jndus- 
trial diamonds has been greatly in- 
creased because of the fact that’ their 
use speeds up manufacturing and at 
the same time improves. the quality 
and accuracy of many. manufactured 
products. The war notably broadened 
the demand. Owing to its highly de- 
veloped industries, America is the 
largest consumer of industrial dla- 
monds,’’

Smaller Returns to Women.

A new and interesting form of an- 
nuity: protection is that of a combined 
life insurance and annuity which gives 
an income during life and the full 
principal, or cost ig.returned at the 
death of the annuitant.

Annuities supply an income and ser- 
vice to single women, widows, single 
men, married people without children, 
sisters, brothers or wards. Life an- 
nuities afford opportunity to provide 
for a wife, child, elderly: parent or 
faithful employe. In brief, .any: per- 
son who desires to provide the largest 
possible income during the life of an 
individual will find that life annuities 
will fit. the case with the maximum of 
security at_a minimum of cost. 

Americans are coming to'realize the 
mistakes made in personal invest- 
ments and the-heavy loss of capital re- 
sulting from bad advice. They fealize, 
too, the unhappy situation in which 
many people find themselves when the 
declining income, has become inade- 
quate to provide the necessities « life 
and when the ability to provide new 
capital is gone.

It is now feared 
that the meager fields of rye which 
had. been spared. by the Winter have 
been wholly destroyed by the recent 
frosts, the rye being in blossom. 


Overcoats on “the Fourth.” 


‘The present -cold days and frosty 
nights threaten the crop of Indian corn 
and.other Summer grain with similar 
destruction.. This state of ‘things .is. 
calculated’ to excite the most gloomy 
apprehensions, not only in the minds 
of the farming interests, but of the 
inhabitants generally." ~ 

This story, the first news printed in 
that journal concerning a natural phe- 
nomenon which has attracted the spec-’ 
ulation of scientists for mére than one 


at the bottom of an inside column un- 
der the small heading, ‘‘Extraordinary: 
Weather.’’ To-the modern reader who 
remembers the eight-column streamer 
heads with which newspapers greeted 
the first hot. week of June last year, 
the position of unimportance to which 
this ‘“‘Extraordinary Weather’’. was 
relegated may seem unjournalistic. 

Nature, further reports indicate; re- 
lented after four days of snow and 
frost, and there followed several weeks 
of balmy and at times hot weather. 
The few crops that had survived the 
devastation of.the storm lifted their 
heads and grew. Wheat and corn, re- 
planted by: hopeful farmers, pushed 
green shoots up through the earth. 
The hayfields took on. seasonable ap- 
pearance once more. But June frosts 
were repeated in July. 

On the authority of Jerome we have 
it that the citizens of Plymouth cele- 
brated the anniversary of the nation’s 
independence by donning ‘their Winter 
clothes and indulging in strenuous ex- 
ercise to keep warm. ‘‘On the Fourth 
of July,’’ he writes, ‘‘I saw several 
men pitching ‘quoits in the. middle of 
the day with thick overcoats on and 
the sun shining bright at the time. 
Not half enough corn was reaped that 
year to furnish seed for the next.’’ 


Neo Fodder for Cattle. 


Again foliage hung black and _life- 
less, garden crops were destroyed and 
corn withered on the stalk, The in- 
termittent frosts continued throughout 
August into harvest time, when a cola 
Autumn with much early snow fin- 
ished off the devastation. .Some parts 
of-the country raised fair crops, in 
spots. untouched by the  blighting 
weather. In others not enongh grain. 
war harvested for seed for the next 
year. People killed off their cattle 
and horses because there was no hay 
for them. 

Winter brought . considerablé had 
ship everywhere; prices soared. Abra- 
ham Sargent of Chéster, N. H., sold 
seed corn for $4 a bushel in the Spring 

of 1817. Hay was selling for $180 a 
ton, an increase of 600 per cent. over 
the ‘market. price of the -previous 
Spring. Potato prices rose’ from 40 
cents a bushel to 75 cents, flour from 
$8 to $18 a barrel. 

Some scientists say that the ex- 
traordinary Summer was the result.of 
a series of volcanic disturbances ‘which 
began in 1812, with Soufriere in the 
British West Indies, and. ended with 
the teFtific eruption’ of Tambora in 
the Malay Archipelago in 1815, one of 
the four or five largest eruptions in 
‘the last two centuries. They point 
out that this.series of eruptions dis- 
charged into the air a tremendous 
amount of dust and ashes, which sur- 
rounded the earth like a fine mist. 
This aura in turn acted-as- an’ armor 
‘\against the heat of the sun, and a 
J lowered temperature all over the world 
was the. result. 


Sun Spots Appear Again. 


Another less simple explanation is 
concerned with the effect of sun spots 
upon the climate. To the layman it 
is a complicated bit of reasoning, con- 
cerned as it is with such phrases as 
*“‘electrostatic field of force,’’ ‘*pene- 
trating radiation” and ‘‘atomic disin- 
tegration."" Reduced to its simplest 
terms, it merely means that sun spots

Workmen’s wages, although tow in 
comparison with jhe pre-war period, 
must, for political reasons, be continu- 
ally raised in a proportion which does 
not correspond with the true position 
of industry. Work is disorganized and 
the eight-hour day is in practice re- 
duced to five, four. and even three 
hours in most factori¢s. Proof of this 
state of affairs is abundant in the 
Soviet official press. 

The progress of Soviet industry from 
the point of view of the,volume of 
production has m considerable dur- 
ing the last two or three year® If we 
are to believe Soviet statistics, nation- 
alized industry produced during the 
season 1928.24 1,540 million rubles 
worth of products, or 46.6 per cent. 
of the pre-war output (1912). During 
the year 1924-25 Soviet industry 
reached 60 per cent. to 65 per cent. 
of the pre-war output. The value of 
pre-war production was much greater 
than Soviet statistics would have us 
believe. Furthermore,.as Trotsky re- 
cently remarked, very justly, those 
statistics take no account of the 
guality of the products. 

The 1923-24 budget paid over to na- 
tionalized industry 124.4 million rubles, 
and after deducting the profits earned 
during the same financial] year by in- 
dustry and the sums received previ- 
ously and restituted to the State, the 
latter’s burden amounts to 54.4 million 
rubles.

1924-25 
budget estimates, the total forms only 
82 per cent. of the 1913 budget. 


Burden of the Budget. 


Reduced: to such small. proportions, 
the Soviet budget still represents a 
burden which surpasses the forces of 
tbe Russian taxpayer. Before the 
war, when Russia's national revenue 
reached about 16% billion gold rubles, 
the State budget—local -receipts in- 
cluded—absorbed rather more than 17 








per ‘cent. of this income. 
more, if we consider the budget esti - 
mate for 1924-25 and add the local re- 
ceipts, estimated at 780 million rubles, 
for the same financial yéar, we shall 
see that the State and local Soviet 
budget absorbs 18 per cent. of the 
national] revenue, reckoned at 11.6 bil- 
lion rubles by Soviet statistics. 


But these two figures—17 per cent. 
for the pre-war budget and 18 per 
eent. for the present budget—are in 
no way comparable. Before the war 
the State could easily deduct 17 per 
cent, of the national income, Today 
the position is quite different. The 
national reyenue is now officially only 
11.6 million pre-war rubles (but 
really much less), and the State can- 
not, Without ruining the country, take 
17 per cent. of a. revenue which no 
longer covers even the most essential 
needs of the population. Given the 
present level. of national income, the 
utmost taxable capacity (both State 
and local) may now be considered as 
reached. It is necessary to add that 
‘such a sum is not and can not be 
sufficient for the most elementary re- 
quirements: of the country. 


It must also be noted that, even 
leaving unsupplied part.of the vital 
needs of the country, the Soviet. bud- 
gets are continually -deficient. Ac- 
cording to Soviet data, the deficit on 
the 1923-24 budget is 407.3 million 
chervonetz rubles, or 20 per cent. of 
the whole budget (1,916 million &her- 
vonetz rubles) if railway receipts are
